ment of these sands, if Mr. Birk re- 
ports favorably on the matter of ex- 
traction of oil] and bitumen. Mr. Birk

Alberta Butter for Britain and Orient 

More Alberta creamery butter than 
ever before is going to the British and. 
Oriental markets this ;season. Al- 
ready shipments to both ithese markets 
have been very heavy. The British 
market has been very receptive, and 
more than twice as much Alberta but- 
ter will go there this year as went in 
1923, when more than 20,000 cases 
were shipped to Britain. The ship- 
ments to Japan and China tthis year 
have also been heavy. 

Alberta creamery butter was promi- 
nent in the prize lists of the Vancouv- 
er and Victoria expositions recently, 
when exhibits from this province 
captured a number of prizes im the 
first, second and third classes, in 
open competition. 


Seed Grain and Relief 


The Dominion Government evident- 
ly does not contemplate providing set- 
tlers in the dry areas of Alberta with 
seed grain and relief. In a telegram 
received by Hon. Geo. ‘Hoadley, Min 
ister of Agriculture, from Hon. Chas. 
Stewanbt, Minister of the Interior at 
Ottawa, Mr. Stewart states that the 
dispatch published in Alberta papers 
a few days ago to the effect that the 
Dominion Government would bear a 
share of the cost of seed grain and 
relief for settlers in the drought areas, 
was in error, and that the only decis- 
fon made by the Dominion was ito bear 
one third of the cost of removal of 
settlers from these areas to other 
portions of the province. 


Freight on Exhibits of Grain and 
Livestock 


It 1s announced that the Dominion 
Government will pay 75 per cent. of 
the freight charges on livestock ex- 
hibits going from Alberta to the Royal 
Show at Toronto and the International 
Show at Chicago. These exhibits will 
be of selected Jivestock. The Prov- 
ince of Alberta will pay the balance of 
25 per cent. of ithe freight. It is hoped 
that a creditable livestock exhibit will 
be forwarded by the stockmen of Al- 
berta to these shows, as in past years 
the Alberta livestock exhibit has not 
been as large as those from the sister 
prairie provinces. ‘ 

The Department of Agriculture has 
decided to pay honorariums on prizes 
of livestock and grain won at these 
shows. The honorarium of $150 will 
be granted for grand championships 
where such are offered. For first prize 
the honorarium will be $100. These 
will apply to both grain and livestock. 

The grain exhibits this year will be 
collected at the University of Alberta, 
passed upon by the Ficld Husbandry 
Branch and shipped eastward from‘ 
there, Last year these exhibits were 
shipped from several different points, 
and much difficulty was experienced 
in tracing the shipments at their 
points of destination.

Quality determines the relative 
selling price of live stock. A bruised 
carcass sells at a discount, and the 
producer ultimately bears part of the 
‘| financial loss involved as a result of a 
depreciation of value in the dressed 
‘animal, due to damage in the live ani- 
mal. 

Bruising is rarely the result of in- 
tentional ~buse, ‘but rather of the use 
of unsatisfactory equipment and un- 
wise handling on the part of those 
through whose ‘hands the live stock 
passes on its way from farm to the 
killing floor. 

Scores of damaged pigs pass 
through to the killing floor every day. 
Every scar and bruise means a loss in 
carcass value, and this loss means a 
levelling of market price to partly off- 
set the lowering of the quality of the 
affected meat.

“Since over (2,500,000 ‘hogs are 
slaughtered at packing plants each 
year, the above facts indicate that 
in every twelve months, 375,000 hogs 
are damaged: to the extent of a mone- 
tary loss of over $900,000. 

The damage toss, rated on the 
basis ofthe per head value of hogs sold 
in 1928, is equal ito the selling price of 
53,000 hogs.

Horns*@re; weapons of offence and 
their possession by cattle is respon- 
sible for fighting and general disturb- 
ance im feed lot and on pasture. 

Cattle with horns attack and so in- 
jure one another that when marketed 
they dress out to great disadvantage. 
On that account, dehorned. cattle sell 
at better rates than horned cattle, and 
command more money when bought 
for feeding. 

‘Horns are a common source of rest- 
tessness in cattle and as such are re- 
sponsible for a lack of well-doing on 
pasture; in this way, they become a 
positive drawback to fattening. 

Almost any day, one may find from 
ten to one hundred or more scarred 
and bruised beef carcasses hanging in 
slaughter house cooling rooms, and 
eligible only for second-class trade. 

Compare the value of such a carcass 
with one undamaged. Carcasses dis- 
figured because of the cutting out of 
bruised portions and other carcasses 
more or Jess scarred represent a de- 
terloration in quality responsible for a 
monetary loss of over $1,500,000 am 
nually. This loss, added to the loss 
previously incurred on pasture, is a 
striking indictment against horns.

reason whatever than lack of know- 
ledge. Mr. Jones or Mr. Vere de Vere, 
sometimes, perhaps even more than 
sometimes, spurred on by Mrs. Jones 
or Mrs. Vere de Vere, at once enters 
am indignant protest with the princi- 
pal of the school or the local board. 
He impugns the fairness of the exam- 
ination papers, the ability of ‘the 
teacher, the air in the schoolroom— 
anything and everything but the in- 
herited lack of brains and industry of 
little Johnny or Susan. He demands 
promotion for ‘this injured infant and 
he quite commonly intimates that if 
it is not granted irrespective of exam- 
ination results, he will itake all meas- 
ures | personal, social or political, to 
make. teacher, principal or board re- 
gret their act of oppressive injustice. 
Amazing and scandalous though it 
may seem and undoubtedly is, ‘his pro- 
test not too seldom succeeds. The 
child is promoted and from that mo- 
ment the structure of education which 
is being built up in that chilid’s mind 
and character is flawed at the base, 
is fatally defective, is founded to all 
intents and purposes on a lie. 

What is done in the case of local 
schools and local boards can be and 
apparently has been done in the case 
of the Depantment of Education itself. 
That Mr. Baker, the present minister, 
wishes to put an end to the scandal, 
and evidently has taken steps accord- 
ingly, is entirely to his credit. If he 
stands to his guns, supports his 
‘boards and his teachers in doing their 
duty and roots out this cancer from 
our educational system, he will have 
done more for education in Alberta 
than could be achieved by any preten- 
tious curriculum of wide-ranging stud- 
ies made farcical by such practices as 
have ‘been referred ito above. 

Let no one mistake the vital impor- 
tance of this matter. The tampering 
with examination results, the demand 
for and the grant of promotion with- 
out qualification or merit is in exaatly 
the same category as the “get rich 
quick” schemes of evil notoriety. It 
represents the attempt to gain by any 
means that to which one is not en- 
titled either by Jaw or by justice. It 
introduces a fraud and a sham into a 
child’s life at the very theshold and 
outset of that life. It is radically bad. 
It has neither shred nor shadow of 
justification. 

That is the significance of the start- 
ling series of examination failures in 
the schools. Let every citizen ponder 
its meaning.

COAL AND COMMON SENSE 


The coal strike is still unsettled 
after weeks of idleness varied by vain 
negotiations. In the first insit'ance 
this strike may be deemed a matter 
for settlement between miners and 
mine owners only. The miners have 
a right to refuse ito work unless they 
receive the wages they ask for. The 
mine owners have a right to refuse to 
pay wages which they think too high. 
There are, however, other consider- 
ations which must not be lost sight 
of. The miners not only refuse to 
work unless they get the wages they 
ask for. They also claim tthe right 
to prevent anyone else working for 
less wages, and this right they try to

It is absolutely out of the question 


: that a trade union should have the 


right to prevent the supply to the 
community of such a vital necessity 
as coal without any corresponding 
night in the community to examine 
and decide on the justice of the trade 
union’s demands. Equally in the case 
in which the 
State retains’ a measure of equitable 
interest, the mine owners cannot. he 
aHowed to hold the community to ran- 
som without any consideration of the 
fairness of their requirements. In the 
final analysis the paramount consider- 
ation of the safety and welfare of the 
State must override any private duter- 
est whatever. There can be no ques- 
tion of the people of Canada being left 
to freeze while miners and mine 
owners wrangle. Probably noone will 
seriously dispute the accuracy of 
these propositions. 

Further, there are certain facts 
about the coal industry which seem 
fairly beyond question. The miners 
(to put it mildly) are not badly paid 
for the work they do. There is no 
question of theirs being a sweated 
industry as coal mining certainly was 
{n former days in Great Britain and 
elsewhere. Similarly, the mine owners 
are not in the position of hovering on 
the edge of bankruptcy. TBach side 
could almost certainly give way a 
litthe without ‘being pushed into star- 
vation on the one side or ruin on the 
other. 

One of the complaints in the coal 
industry in the West is that it is far 
less profitable to those engaged in it 
than is generally supposed because of 
the fact that the demand for Western 
coal is not sufficient to keep the mines 
working for more than a fraction of 
the year. IMiners at Nordegg, for in- 
stance. say that they cannot really 
count On an average of more than two 
days work.per week in the year. Mine 
owners say that if only the railways 
would lower their freight rates so as 
to allow Alberta coalto ‘be put on the 
Ontario market profitably, all would 
be well with the coal industry. It is 
suggested that these prolonged strikes 
are at least to some extent due to the 
knowledge on both sides that the pro- 
duction of the mines is ahead of the 
demand and that therefore nothing is 
really lost by a strike, and one side or 
the other may gain a little by holding 
out till the public need of coal has 
really become so great as to insure 
constant work at full pressure for 
some time to supply it. 

Now, if it is true as suggested above 
that miners could take less wages 
and mine owners a lower price for 
their coal without either suffering a 
real hardship, is it a foolish sugges- 
tion to make that they should both 
agree to accept such a reduction in 
respect of coal produced for the On- 
tario market, while the railways (and 
particularly ‘the Canadian National 
Railway) agreed to ‘haul such coal at 
the Iowest possible rate which woul 
pay expenses? If that was done, 
would it not be possible to get the 
coal on to the Eastern market at 2 
low enough rate to compete with the 
American coal? If so, would it not 
be better for the miners to work full 
time all the year round at full wages 
for part of the time. and lower, but 
still adequate, wages for the rest of 
the time, than to work two days a 
week as at present? Would it nor 
pay the owners better to have their 
mines going at full blast all the time 
even if some of the output gave them 
reduced profits? Is it not possible 
that the railways might profit 30 much 
by the generally increased prosperity 
of the West through a flourishing and 
steady coal trade, that they would re- 
coup themselves for carrying coal to 
the Bast at the low rates? Is the 
inability to get Western coal on the 
Bastern market a real inability or is 
it due mainly to the inability of the 
miners and mine owners to co-operate 
inteHigently for their mutual good. 

We must confess frankly to our 
ignorance of the actual facts of ‘this 
problem, but we should be really in- 
terested to have these questions ans- 
wered by someone with full know- 
ledge and an open mind towards all 
aspects of the problem.

CONSERVATIVE POLICY 
IN THE WEST 


‘ Mr. MacKenzie King has announced 
that there is to be no federal election 
this fall. He did not say anything 
about this winter, but the general 
impression made by his speech {s that 
there will be no election for seme 
time yet. The reason given in the 
speech was that’ the Government is 
doing splendidly, that the people of 
Canada are contented and. prosperous 
and that therefore no election is 
needed or desirable. As an argument 
in a party speech—and Mr. MacKenzis 
King, unfortunately, never rises above 
party speeches—this is quite a legiti- 
mate one. It is calculated to make 
keen party Conservatives dance with 
rage, and presumably that is what the 
Liberal Premier intended that it 
should do. There is no great reason 
for Conservatives Ito regret the post- 
ponement of an election. The delay 
is likely to tell dn their favor rather 
than against them. ; 

In the meantime it might be well 
for Conservatives to take stock of 
their position in the West and see 
how the situation stands. There does 
not appear to be any dlear indication 
of a decisive change towards Consger- 
vatism in ‘the Prairie Provinces. A 
free trade policy is of such obvious 


acrantace from the immediate inet ,elad to do printing 


olal standpoint to the Western” far- 
mers that any other policy is unlikely 
to command their support. On the 
other hand, the imperial policy of the 
present Canadian Government is so}, 
mischievous, and in its whole tenden- 
cies so detrimental to the interests 
of Canada as a nation within the 
British Dmpire that Conservatives 
ought not to stand by and passively 
acquiesce. in the domination of the 
West by the Liberals. What seems 
to be needed is a conference between 
BHasern and Western leaders of busi: 
ness under Conservative auspices to 
see just how far a compromise can be 
adjusted between the interests of Bast 
and West, which will allow Conserva- 
tives to claim the support of the West 
without carrying the handicap of a 
fiscal policy calculated to ‘hamper ithe 
individual ‘Western farmer. 

It might quite well be that the Con- 
servatives could frame a tariff policy 
of protectign against the United 
States but ‘free trade within the Em- 
pire which would meet the needs of 
both Eastern and Western Canada. 
The present itariff policy of the States 
presents a great opportunity for the 
introduction of such a policy for Can- 
ada. The next step would be to ap- 
proach the British Conservatives and 
to try to adjust with them a joint 
policy of education and enlightenment 
of public opinion both in Canada and 
Great Britain with a view to carrying 
the policy into effect. 

Before any such policy is announced 
Conservatives must satisfy them- 
selves that it is in its main outlines 
as well as in its details of real benefit 
to the country as a whole. <A itempo- 
tary party advantage gained ‘by spec- 
iously clever presentation of a super- 
ficially attractive policy is not worth 
having, and Conservatives must decis- 
ively reject anything of the sort. It 
is one of the traditional merits of the 
Conservative Party tthat in a clash 
between the interests of country as 
against party, those of country are 
put first. Conservatives should take 
careful thought to prevent that hon- 
orable tradition becoming merely an 
empty pretence. ‘Further, ithe tariff 
policy should be esentially elastic and 
free from rigidity, for if there is one 
thing certain in regard to the always 
perplexing and doubtful question of 
tariffs, it is the impossibility of laying 
down hard and fast lines on the sub- 
ject. Rigid economic dogmas are just 
as harmful as rigid religious ones. 

Moreover, Conservatives should not 
hesitate to recognize openly real merit 
dn the policies and personalities of 
other parities. Where there is a sound 
measure proposed by either Liberals 
or Farmers, it should receive the most 
generous recognition from Conserva- 
tives, and where there is a really good 
representative in public life holding 
‘Libera? or Farmer principles, Conser- 
vatives may well hesitate to oppose 
him. ‘Rather they should try to find 
the greatest measure of agreement 
between their views and his, so that 
by mutual adjustment and concession 
public life may retain the services of 
the best men irrespective of party 
considerations. Our own district has 
had in succession two men of just 
this type in Dr. Clark and Mr. Speak- 
man, the present member men with 
whom Conservati: may certainly 
disagree but who are both of a high 
tyDe and quite capable of rising above 
narrow considerations of party policy 
in the interests of the country'as a 
whole. Panty politics may be almost 
inevitable, but Conservatives will 
never lose by treating them as entire.
